Another life was sacrificed on Tues- 
day afternoon when James McGuire met 
his death on. the tracks of the Soo Line 
railroad at Boylan's crossing. Mr. Mc- 
Guire had been to this village in the af- 
ternoon and had started for home about 
four o'clock. As he came near this cross- 
ing he noticed a southbond freight on 
the siding waiting^ for the southbound 
passenger leaving Antioch at 4:41 to 
pass. ' Looking up he saw the approach- 
ing passeger train and remarking to N. 
Baker who was also nearing the cross- 
ing Chat "he guessed there was time 
enough," he attempted to drive across. 
Mr? Baker did not make the attempt 
and was an eye witness to what follow- 
ed. At the inquest he testified that Mc- 
Guire made the crossing in safety but 
that just as he had crossed the first 
track the freight engine which had 
drawn as near the highway as the cat- 
tle guard started ahead and blew 
off steam thus frightening his horse 
which suddenly backed bringing the 
driver directly into the path of ihe on- 
coming passenger train. The engine 
struck the buggy Bquarely breaking 
' one wheel and tearing the box and seat 
loose, the occupant of the rig' was 
caught on the cow catcher and carried 
about twenty rods, when picked up he 
was still alive, his injuries seeming to 
cansist of a small wound back of his ear 
and one leg broken in two places. He 
was taken aboard the train but breath-, 
ed his last before reaching Lake Villa, 
internal injuries causing his death. 

'The horse escaped without even a 
scratch. 

A telephone message immediately ap- 
prised his brother at this place of the 
tragedy, and he at once left for. Lake 
Villa. The body was brought to the 
home of Ed. Well where the inquest 
was. held Wednesday morning. On ac- 
count of none of the train men being 
present the inquest was adjourned until 
a later date. 

The deceased was one of the best 
known farmers in the vicinity of Hick- 
ory where he had resided for many years. 
He was born in Benton township and 
was sixty-one years of age last July. 
He is survived by his widow, and one 
daughter, Mrs. George Harner, also 
two grandsons and two brothers, Wil- 
lian of Millburnand John of Antioch. 

The funeral services were held at the 
Hickory church at one thirty o'clock 
this (Thursday) afternoon. 



OPPOSE FIVE MILE ZONE 

A Petition fa Being Circulated in Waukegan 
for Those favoring wet Zone 



The following is the title of a peti- 
tion that is being circulated in the city 
by those. who are not favorable to the 
proposed five-mile limit law that is 
being agitated considerably at the 
cocnty seats. 

To the Honorable William H. Taft, 
George Edmund Foss, Charles H. De- 
rieen, Albert Olson, Edward Shurtleff 
and James H. Vickers: 

Gentlemen:— We, the .undersigned 
property owners, business men and 
male citizens of the United States, all 
residents , of the city of Waukegan in 
the state of Illinois, hereby remon- 
strate against the passage of any law, 
either by the federal or state govern- 
ing bodies, 'promoting a so-called five- 
mile dry zone. 

This petition is in direct opposition to 
the petition circulated by the temper- 
ance advocates who directed a petition 
to . President Taft asking that he use 
his influence to get the federal govern- 
ing body to 1 request that the state pass 
legislation creating a dry zone abou 
both the naval training school and the 
military reservation at Fort Sheridan. 
The temperance petition was agitat- 
ed by many* of the churches in the 
county and it is reported that approxi- 
mately three thousand signatures were 
secured. , 

This petition, it was announced, 
would be presented to President Taft 
at the dedication ceremony, but instead 
of this being done, a portion of the 
pettition was given to Charles Hiles, 
secretary to the president, to be pre- 
sented to the chief executive at some 
later time. It is understood also that 
a delegate will be Bent to Washington 
soon with the remainder of the peti- 
tion. 

Those who oppose the move of the 
temperance forces plan a petition 
which will counteract the petition ah 
ready turned over to the nation's ex- 
ecutive.

. One of the most important business 
announcements made in Waukegan in 
sometime came out today whon it be- 
came known that a trust company back- 
ed and owned entirely by Wnukegan 
men, has been secretly and quietly 
launched in the city. 

The new company is to be known as 
the "Security Title and Trust company" 
and its officers are as follows: 

President -Theodore H. Durst, presi- 
dent and director of the Security Sav- 
ings Bank and well known and promin- 
ent in financial circles; president of the 
Waukegan Commercial association. 

Vice President— William B. Smith, 
well-known real estate man, secretary 
of the Waukegan Commercial associa- 
tion; director Security Savings bank; 
president of the Waukegan school 
board. 

Secretary and Manager— Fred W. 
Churchill, for many years an abstract 
man and for the past year and a half 
manager of the Illinois Abstract com- 
pany of Waukegan. 

The new company has bought out th e 
Waukegan Abstract company with of- 
fices in the Jones building on MadiBon 
street and the business of that company 
forms the basis and nucleus for the 
new title and trust company business. 
The new company also has Becured an 
option on. a large majority of the stocks 
of the Illinois Abstract company, and,- 
within a short time will close the pur- 
chase of this company's control. 



When County Judge Perry L. Per- 
sons returns from hia work at Rockford 
where he is taking the place of Judge 
Reckhow,. the first matter which will 
come before him will be the disposition 
of the Sunday saloon cases. 

The white flag has been raised by the 
saloonists, and the terms of surrender. 
Nothing but an unconditional surrender 
was acceptable to State's Attorney 
Dady and those who were at first un- 
willing to accept these terms were 
threatened with further prosecution. 

The terms under which the saloon- 
keepers decided to drop their battle 
are that each saloonkeeper shall pay a 
fine of $15, on one count in each indict- 
ment and the bartenders to pay nothing. 

Those, two, however, whose cases 
were heard in the court and who were 
found guilty are to be fined $25 on each 
count, making a. total fine of $75 for 
Timothy Kelly and $100 for .Edward 

Welch. 

Tacked onto- the fines are the costs of 
the suit and for the .filing of the case of 
those who will . plead guilty. This will 
amount to a good round sum. Not only 
the fines and costs but* each saloonkeep- 
er is to give his oath to the county judge 
and. to the state's attorney not to open 
his saloon again as long as State's At- 
torney Dady .holds that position. 

The surrender is upon the advice of 
their own counsel in the matter. When 
the indictments were first returned, and 
the cases set for trial, Attorneys Field 
and Harris were chosen to defend the 
saloonkeepers and it is said that their 
first words to their clients were that 
they had * better plead guilty and take 
whatever punishment the court meted 
out. They decided, however, taking 
example, it is said, from the failure of 
the saloon cases in Chicago, to fight the 
issue, but two decisive victories for the 
state, rather took the wind out of their 
sails, and they decided to take the ad- 
vice of their counsel and give up the 
fight. 

County Judge Persons is expected to 
return to Waukegan from Rockford on 
Thursday night and on Friday morning 
the remaining thirty saloonkeepers will 
enter their pleas of guilty in the court 
and pay their fines, giving their word 
not to open again. 



; The jury in the .Lake County court 
Thursday afternoon returned a verdict 
of guilty on three counts in the case of 
Timothy Kelley, a Waukegan saloon- 
keeper, charged by the state with hav- 
ing kept his saloon open on Sunday on 
different occasions. His was the! sec- 
ond conviction secured by the state in 
the fight against the large number of 
saloon-keepers. 

The jury received its charge and re- 
tired to the jury room at 12:30 o'clock. 
They did not return with a verdict until 
4 o'clock, but it was not because of a 
lack of unanimity about the matter of 
guilt. The first ballot taken resulted 
in twelve votes of guilty being return- 
ed by the twelve men. 

The difficulty arose as to the number 
of counts on which he should be found 
guilty. There were six who favored 
finding him guilty on nine counts. A 
few were inclined to be more lenient 
and wished to find him guilty on six 
counts. 

Of tne twelve men there was but 
one who favored the bringing of a 
charge of guilty on but a single count. 
On- the first ballot to determine the 
number of counts he voted to bring in 
one count. Other ballots were taken 
but he remained firm. 

Other members of the Jury sought 
to argue with him but through it all he 
stood firm. As the afternoon wore on 
he changed his attitude and announced 
that he was willing to bring in three 
counts, but he would hang the jury be- 
fore he would bring in . more. Argu- 
ments were unavailing und finally the 
eleven men, one by one, dropped into 
line and the final verdict .was three 
counts. 

Judge Persons has not yet fined 
either of the men because there are 
motions for new trials in both cases. 



TO TRY m CREEPER 

The North Western will Try it for a Month 
If Successful will be Univcral 

A thorough test of a device to pre- 
vent rails from creeping is to be made 
by the Northwestern railroad on the 
line between Racine and Kenoslia. The 
result of this test willdecide whether! 
or not these devices will be established ; 
over the several thousand miles of 
track of the company. 

According to experts, where condi- 
tions are similar to those of the line be- 
tween Chicago and Milwaukee, the rails 
stretch sometimes one inch per month. 
The device being , tested out iB the 
Howard rail creeper, which is protect- 
ed by patents all over the United 
States and Canada.' A force of men is 
at work attaching the devices to the 
rails preparatory to a thorough., test 
which will take a month or more; 

The deviceis said to be" very similar to 
that recently invented by Hiram Spon- 
enburg of Gurnee. Mr. Sponenburg 
has taken out several patents on differ- 
ent parts of his invention, little im- 
provements that he has made from time 
to time,' and at the present time he is 
having his devices ' manufactured in 
Racine, turning out about a thousand a 
month. 

Rail roadsfind that the tendency of 
rails to creep is one of their most, ser- 
ious troubles. Many people imagine 
that because the wheels of the engines 
push backward, that the rails creek 
backward, but this is not the case. The 
weight of the engines and trains causes 
the rails to creep forward gradually. 
The preventive device is so made that 
it is clamped to the rail and to the ties, 
so that in case there is any effort to 
creep that it would be necessary for 
the whole roadbed to move forward in- 
stead of the rails alone.

Doing away altogether with pastures 
and feeding their herds on silage 
throughout the year is the new idea 
which is being put into practice by 
many farmers in this community who 
have been troubled with failure of 
pastures during the past few years, 
says the Elgin News. 

Since the installation of silos on prac- 
tically every farm in this community, 
most of the farmers have been con- 
vinced of the saving in land and the 
benefit to the cattle which comes from 
feeding silage. 

The new plan to feed the chopped 
corn fodder from the silos throughout 
the year is one which has never been 
tried before, and if successful will 
mean that the herds in this county 
can be increased by thousands and fed 
from the same amount of land. 

Dairymen who have installed silos 
state that a herd Of thirty cattle can be 
fed all winter from silage taken from a 
fifteen-acre field. In comparison to the 
amount of pasturage repuired to feed 
the same number of cattle during the 
summer or to raise hay for winter feed, 
this is a wonderful saving. 

It is also stated that the cattle thrive 
on the silage even, better than on the 
pastures. . 

Most of this years fodder has been 
cut and stored in the silos. Reports 
from farmers all over the county state 
that the fodder is not so heavy as that 
of a year ago, but that the corn itself is 
much better and more plentiful than the 
average. ,

In the midst of the machine guns 
and heavy ordance of the naval* train- 
ing station at North Chicago Saturday, 
President Taft delivered a message of 

peace. 

He dedicated the §3,500,000 training 
school, not to the uses of war,- but to 
the "moral, physical and ethical de- 
velopment of the . young men of the 

nation." 

No programme of the entertainment 
prepared for the president during his 
forty-two day tour of the nation has 
presented the impressive picture that 
was unfolded .before the eyes of the 
national executive Saturday afternoon. 
.The president took advantage of his 
speech to make clear his belief in the 
continuance of neighborly relations be- 
tween the United States and Canada. 
Also, he emphasized the nonimportance.gg£ 
of the station's geographical position so ., 
far as it affects those relations. His 
words were: 

•fWe are on the banks of the great 
lakes with this training school for the 
purpose of fitting our sailors for wary" 
but I am glad to know that though this 
be on the border, so to speak, and with* 
in water distance of our northern 
neighbor, Canada, it is still, for war 
purposes, entirely in the interior. • 

•'We have no fort, no forces, no 
navy here, because we know there is no 
danger in that direction, and we offer 
that undefended; border on both sfdea^ 
to illustrate the possibility of neighbors : 
living in permanent amity and peace." 
Rear Admiral Ross who said in his 
dedication speech he had raised 3,300 
other people's boys and one of his own, 
and had more trouble with the one, ex- 
plained how he had become head of the. 
school. 

"1 had just returned from a 25,000 
mile inspection trip," he said, "and • 
reported at the . navigation bureau. 
The oflicer at the head of the bureau 
took me by the arm and led me to the of- 
fee of the secretary of the navy. 'Here'a- 
thV""man you want to build the new 
training station,' he said. 
V 'What training station?' I asked 
•« -On the shore of Lake Michigan/ 
" 'But, Mr. Secretary,' I protested, 
I'm but a plain sailor man and know 
nothing of land construction work.' 
•• 'When can you go?' he asked. 
M 'Tomorrow morning,' 
" 'Can you go tonight?" 
'.« '1 can do better than that, I can go 
now.' And I did. 

"When I learned of the scope of the 
enterprise 1 immediately asked for $2,- 
000,000 for buildings alone. It is a mat- 
ter of pride with me that this project 
was completed within the appropriation. 
Not a penny in extras was asked." 

"This naval station sprang out of the 
Spanish- American war," said Congress- 
man Foss. "During that period men 
from all over the middle west enlisted 
in the American navy and proved them- 
selves equal to every occasion that, 
arose. 

Congressman Foss was followed' by 
Frederick A. Delano, president of 'the 
Commercial Club, who told of the or- 
ganization's effort in obtaining a site. 
Rear Admiral Ross, in a brief ad- 
dress, formally turned; the station over 
to the secretary of the navy, George 
von L. Meyer. 

He said that it would become one of 
the most important stations in the naval 
Eeryice, for the reuson that 46 per cent 
of the naval recruits Jcome from inland 
states. It will, he added,, therefore al- 
ways have its full quota of apprentices.

Trenton, N. J.— The. federal govern- 
ment filed Bult against the United 
States Steel corporation to compel 
its dissolution as an Illegal com- 
bine. It is the most- sweeping 
anti-trust action ever brought by 
the department of Justice. \ Tho 
petition was prepared 'by Jacob 
M. Dickinson, former secretary of war, 
who had been retained by the govern- 
ment as Its Bpeclal counsel in UiIb 

case. 

The government asks not only for 
the dissolution of the United States 
Steel corporation, but for the dissolu- 
tion of all constituent or subsidiary 
companies which are alleged to have 
combined in violation of the Sherman 
law to "maintain, or attempt to main- 
tain, a monopoly of tho steel business." 
There are 3G subsidiary corporations 
named as defendants.

Hills Also Are Involved. 
Louis W. Hill, James N. Hill, Walter 
J. Hill, E. T. Nichols and J. H. Gruber 
are named as trustees In connection 
with ore companies. 

The steel corporation's lease of the 
Great Northern railway's ore proper- 
ties, which tho directors of the steel 
company formally decided to cancel, Is 
alleged to be illegal. This action of 
the directors was taken but a . few 
hours before the filing of tho bill. 

Sensational allegations fairly topple 
over each other In the government's 
petition, which Is an equity proceeding 
praying for Injunctions to estop con- 
tinuance of the alleged monopoly and 
such other relief as the court may 
grant. 

Tennessee Coal Is Target. 
Tho Steel corporation's acquisition 
of the Tennessee Coal and Iron com- 
pany during tho panic of 1907 Is de- 
clared illegal and scathingly criticized. 
The petition declares that E. H. Gary 
and Henry C. Frlck misled former 
President Roosevelt when they told 
him "that but little benefit will como 
to the Steel corporation from the pur- 
chase." 

"The president," it Bays, "was not 
made fully acquainted with the state 
of affairs in New York relevant to the 
transaction as they existed. If ha had 
been fully advised he would have 
known that a desire to stop the panic 
was not the sole moving cause, but 
that there was also a desire and pur- 
pose to acquire tho control of a com- 
pany that had recently asBumed a po- 
sition of potential competition of great 
significance." 

Gary Dinners Were Binding. 
The Gary dinners are referred to, 
though not by name, as meetings 
which accomplished more than written 
pools or agreements, which were fre- 
quently broken. 

"It was understood and agreed," 
says tho bill, "that they (the steel 



manufacturers represented at the 
meetings) were" bound to protect one 
another; that to carry out this purpose 
their honor was at stake and that, the 
obligation binding upon them was 
even dearer than life itself, and that 
no one of them Bhould act or fall to 
act except with a distinct and clear un- 
derstanding that his honor was in- 
volved, and that this was. more bind- 
ing on him than any written or verbal 
contract. • When bidden by the chief 
executive of tho corporatipn they 
came at any time, from any distance, 
ready, willing and anxious to turn over 
to him and to his friends all that was 
In their minds and In their heartB con- 
cerning their own business." 

Interlocking directorates through 
which, those in power in the Steel cor 
poration held positions of influence on 
the directorates of other powerful cor- 
porations are referred to as "a method 
more refined, more euphonious, but 
not the less effective than pools." 

"Through its directors thus distribu- 
ted," says tho government's petition, 
"tho corporation Is in direct touch 
with all of the large railroad and 
steamship companies of tho United 
States, such powerful concerns as the

Reviews Steel Conditions. 
The government reviews in great de- 
tail the conditions In the Bteel trade 
before the consolidations of 1898-1900 
and the formation of tho Federal Steel 
company, the Carnegie company of 
New Jersey, the American Steel and 
Wire company, the National Tube com- 
pany, the National Steel company, the 
American Tin Plato company, the 
American Steel Plato company and 
othe'r corporations prior to the forma; 
tlon of the United States Steel, corpo- 
ration itself in 1901. 

The bill' goes on to allege the for- 
mation of Illegal pools known as tho 
steel plate association and tho struc- 
tural steel association, the steel rail 
combination, tho wire rope combina- 
tion, the rubber-covered wire combi- 
nation, tho horse shoe manufacturers' 
associations, tho underground power 
cable combination, the weather proof 
and magnet wire combination, the en- 
cased rubber cable combination and 
the bare copper wire * combination. 
These are alleged to have been ille- 
gal agreements to suppress competi- 
tion and fix prices In the commodities 
Indicated by their names. 

Suit Comes as Bombshell. 

Washington.— The filing of the Bult 
was a bombshell to official Washington. 
It Is. said that only four men knew of 
It, so closely did the department of 
Justice safeguard its action ogalnBt 
leaks. Attorney General Wlckersham, 
his secretary, Frank Cole, and J. M. 
Dickinson, former secretary of war, the 
government's special counsel In the 
case, arc the first three who wero In 
the socret,. It is presumed, of course, 
that the fourth was the president of 
tho United States. 



Peking.— Their navy gone, armies 
defeated or in revolt and their power 
crushed in a score of lnrge cities, the 
imperialist forces at the instigation of 
Yuan Shi Kal In the Yangtso Klang 
are to suo for truce with tho revolu- 
tionists. 

This announcement is made olllclal- 
ly hero and is regarded as a victory 
for tho revolutionists. To bring about 
peaco the throne must offer terms on 
a basis of constitutional government, 
and it 1b authoritatively declared that 
the throne Is ready to take this step. 
It Is proposed to Bend government 
emissaries at once to tho Yangtso 
Klang regions, tho hotbed of tho revo- 
lution. Tho government is said to 
have mado such advances already tp 
certain of tho rebel chiefs to learn 
their temper and to have received the 
reply that no capitulation will be 
agreed to unless it provides lor a 
complete reorganicatlon of tho govern- 
ment, Including the immediate conven- 
tion of the representative parliament 
and the appointment of Yun Shi- Kal 
as premier. 

Tho national assembly adopted a 
resolution to memorialize tho throne 
requesting tho imraedlato institution 
of a popular parliament, with the 
nobles excluded from the cabinet and 
tho pardon of all political prisoners, 
Including the rebels. 

The rebels have taken no cogniz- 
ance of tho now attitude of the gov- 
ernment, however. Mganklng, the 
capital of tho province of Nganwhel, 
160 miles southwest of Nanking,, has 
been taken and other minor successes 
are reported from several sections.* 

Great excitement was caused here 
when a band of rebel sympathizers 
set upon Sheng Hsunn Hual, the re- 
moved minister, and wore prevented 
from assassinating him only by the 
prompt interference or tho imperial 
police. HeOBked to be taken to the 
American legation, whence he was es- 
corted to Tientsin by a squad or sol- 
diers. 

Yuan Shi Knl has been placed in 
complete control of the Imperial 
array and navy and will proceed, to 
Slnyangchow at once to take com- 
mand. He relieves Gen. Tin Tchang, 
minister of war, who has been ordered 
to return to Poking. _ 

Gen. Li Yuen Heng, leader or . the 
rebel forces, haB informed the for- 
eign consuls that ho has been pro- 
claimed "president of the republic 
of China." It is bellovcd, however, 
that In tho event of a new form of 
government Yuan Shi Kal will become 
tho ruler of China.

Winter wheat during tho - 
past few years has been a great suc- 
cess, and experiments havo shown 
that it can bo grown with success in 
almost any portion of the three prov- 
inces of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta. But apart from thlB*, tho 
spring wheat crop Ib the ono generally; 
grown, and all who know_anything of 
grain, anyono who has had anything 
to do with markets, knows or has 
heard of the high character of this 
cereal and tho splendid yields that are 
annually produced. Reproducing from 
this article :^- 

*Tn a land of such great- sweop, and 
of Buch difference in soil and climate, 
there aro many resources, but nono 
are at present of the Bame overwhelm- 
ing importance as the Bprlng wheat 
crop. In tho ^interminable prairie 
stretches of the northwest province* 
it is the one absorbing topic of inter- 
est and of conversation during its 
growing and its harvesting, for upon 
Its success or failure hangs the weal 
or woo of a largo part of the Domin- 
ion.

< boxes it was shown every one con- 
tained opium. BoxeB, supposed .to 
contain Chinese tea, wero also found 
full of opium.- Some boxes ' labeled 
ginseng also contained the drug. The 
second lntorantlonal opium confer- 
ence will begin ' Dec.' 1 at Tho Hague. 
An Invitation from the' Netherlands 
government to attend haB been, re- 
ceived nt tho state department 

Despite tho 'prohibitory -law of 
1909, which makes-it illegal to bring 
Into the United States smoking opium, 
opium smoking still prevails in this 
country to an alarming extent and is 
finding Its new victims largely In the 
white population. This is made possi- 
ble partially by drug smuggled from 
Canada and along the Pacific coast, 
arid partly by tho .manufacture of 
smoking opium in this country from 
crude opium brought In as a medicinal 
drug.. Of this smuggled article more 
than 250,000 pounds have been seized 
in the last two years. In 1910 more 
than 400,000 pounds* of the drug were 
brought In as medicinal opium., It Is 
estimated that nt least 100,000 pounds 
•were successfully smuggled across 
the border In 1910, and that 10,000 ad- 
ditional pounds are manufactured an- 
nually from crude opium.""

Shortly after work was started on 
both sldec of V street between Six- 
teenth and Seventeenth streets was 
announced for sale at a greatly re- 
duced price. The land had to be sold 
and was bought In by a speculative 
builder; who started the construction 
of: twenty . two-story "box" houses. 

Tho Houses were completed six 
weeks beforo the roof was on the 
Hughes house. The houses did not 
appeal to white purchasers or tenants, 
and were promptly offered to negroes, 
who hastened to locate In such a 
"swell" neighborhood. Although they 
have been on the market" but a short 
time, seventeen of them are occupied.

ALTHOUGH It Is the common 
thought that most of tho men 
working on. the great. Panama Canal, 
loft their religion behind them in the 
states, thoBO who llvo in the Cannl 
zone" know there are many who ob- 
serve tho laws of Moscb and lead. tho 
.same pure IIvob they did at home. 
' When the canal was begun family 
quarters were built, many men. 
brought' or sent for their wives, and 
children, and it has. paid. Family life 
and the presence of good women in 
their' homos ' have been powerful In- 
fluences for good. These families 
coming from every state In the Union 
meant that schools and churches must 
bo -provided. Again Uncle Sam mot 
the need, and at every town along the 
•line of the canal built schoolhouses 
and churches. ToachorB were obtain- 
ed from tho states. Chaplains wero 
employed. to attend to the religious 
nee da of the Americans in tho zone. . 



Eight chapels were built, and every 
one has at least one service each 
Sabbath. These are two-story build- 
ings ^ with lodge rooms on the second 
\ floor. The room- on tho ground floor 
known as tho church 1b capable of 
seating about. 250 people. A pulpit nt 
one end of the room, piano and some 
folding chairs constitute tho furnish* 
Ings. 

All. authority reBts. In a body elected 
by tho people attending the .church. 
The 'executive council of tho church 
In . Cr Ir.tobal 1b composed of men of 
every denomination. There, are one 
Methodist, two Baptist, two Presby- 
terians,' one Congregational iat and one 
Lutheran. 

Tho membership is made up of 
"those who love the Lord." Mem- 
bership In tho homo church is not 
changed, for no one in tho "zone" ex- 
pects to stay long. The service Is 
broad; the hymns are those well- 
known In all denominational circles, 
and altogether they afford a good il- 
lustration of the practicability of 
church* union; In Cristobal church a 
social Is held once a month with a 
llttlo entertainment, or refreshments. 
These are managed by the IadleB in- 
terested and are. a means of welcom- 
ing' tho never-ending newcomers.

Concrete fence poBts are coming ln- 
to general use- since the recent great 
increase iu the price of lumber, and 
since the difficulty of obtaining good 
posts at a reasonable price has arisen. 
In many sections of tho country where 
timber is scarce," and no osage orange 
fences are grown, the only posts ob- 
tainable are thoBe at the local i lum- 
ber yard, whore often excessive prlceB 
are charged. It Is possible to make a 
good concrete post at a cost the same 
aa that of a good five inch cedar post, 
and where part of the material can bo 
obtained on the farm, and when labor 
Is cheap/the cost can be reduced. 

Since the chief difficulty In the man- 
afacturo of concrete fence posts is to 
get them strong enough, a rather rich 
cement mixture should be used. A 
concrete post Is a permanent fixture; 
It neyer rots, and unless broken by a 
very severe strain, does not need to 
be replaced. Why not, then", put. a 
little extra money — two or three cents 
—into a richer mixture, since it 1b a- 
paying proposition?. A mixture of one 
part of cement, two parts of clean, 
sharp. sand and four parts of well- 
graded broken stpno, In which" none 
of tho pieces 1b, larger than a hickory 
nut, will make a post that will with- 
stand all ordinary usage and will nev- 
er disintegrate; the older It Is, the 
stronger It -becomes. When gravel fs 
used, it should bo clean and free from 
any large particles; no sand Is neces- 
sary, the mixture consisting of ono 
part of cement and four parts of 
gravel. 

About tho only strain that ever 
comes on a concrete post is a trans- 
verse ono; consequently tho relnforce- 
.ment should be longitudinal. The re- 
inforcement in a post is not merely to 
stiffen It; it should act as a blndor for 
cement particles,- so they will not 
slip; when 'slipping "occurs along the 
reinforcement, Its purpose Is lost. 
With this In mind, it can bo seen that 
tlie best reinforcement is one "that is' : 
straight, fairly rigid, and with such a 
surface that cement "can grip It tho 
most easily. When these requirements 
ace satisfied, the next qualification Is 
economy. Tests: at the University of 
Illinois have, shown that, all things 
considered, the most satisfactory re- 
inforcement that can be used Is made 
by twisting a couple. of No. 10 wires 
together so sb to make a stiff,- straight 
wire rope. This can be enBlly done by 
stringing a. couple of wires between 
two posts a hundred feet or more 
apart, inserting an Iron rod between 
the wires at tho, middle, then twisting 
them until the desired degree of rigid- 
ity Is obtained, Sometimes quarter- 
inch corrugated rods are used, but 
they . are. more expensive. Tho loca- 
tion of the reinforcement Is import- 
ant; the heavier reinforcement should 
bo placed on the side where the crack- 
ing will- bo most likely to occur, and 
In a set post this is tho side upon 
which the blow comes. Iron pipe,

placed in the center of the post, Is 
practically, useless as reinforcing, ex- 
cept as it adds Its own strength to 
the post. 

Tho shape of concrete, posts Is a 
subject that has been widely dis- 
cussed. The triangular and the rec- 
tangular posts, generally met with, 
types, aro most generally met with, 
while special shapes, such as round, 
or T-shaped, are occasionally used. 
Economy is obtained at a sacrifice of 
strength- In the triangular post, be- 
cause less material 1b used and the 
reinforcement cannot be placed ad- 
vantageously. Perhaps the best form 
Is the rectangular, six inches square 
at tho base, tapering to three inches, 
by Ave inches at the" top. This post 
should be Bet with the five-inch side 
perpendicular, to the line of tho fence. 
Any' sort of molds will do. The 
chief qualification of most of the 
commercial forms Is that they are 
profitable to the manufacturer.. Home 
made forms of two inch planed yellow 
pine are just as satisfactory, though 
some of the commercial forms are ex- 
cellent. All forms require the appli- 
cation of a thin coat of grease or oil, 
to admit of the easy removal of the 
form from the post without disturbing 
the latter. 

In making the posts, make just 
enough of the mixture to fill the molds 
at hand, for any left over Is lost un- 
less it can be usod for some other pur- 
pose. Put concrete In £ho mold to a 
depth of three-quarters of an Inch, 
tamp well, then lay In the reinforcing 
wires bo they will not be more than 
three-quarters of an Inch from the ex- 
terior of tho post. Fill in with more 
concrete until within threo : quarters of 
an inch from tho top, then place the 
remaining reinforcements, and fill the 
mold with concrete. Finish smoothly 
with a trowel, and^ bevel the edges bo 
they will not chip" off when tho post 
Ib dry. 

Posts should be made of a rather 
Wet mixture and left In the molds for 
three or four days. They may then 
be removed and stored in some pro- 
tected place away from wind and sun 
for at least six weeks before using, 
J>elng occasionally sprinkled liberally 
with water to make tho curing uni- 
form. 

The subject of fasteners for con- 
crete posts 1b a hard one to . settle, 
there are so many different kinds 
usod. Some posts are provided with 
holes extending through the post, or 
through one corner Inside tho rein- 
forcement, through which tie-wires 
are passed. Other posts have corru- 
gations on the exterior to prevent 
slipping of tie-wires. Still other forms 
are staples made of galvanized Iron 
or of copper, which, are Inserted In 
the post at the time it Is molded. The 
commonest nnd simplest Is just a tie 
wire around the post, the natural 
roughness. of tho post being depended 
upon to keep the tie from slipping 
The maker of the posts must decld< 
for himself what type ho will use.

But her 
parents took her into Michigan 52 
years ago, when she was eight, having 
stopped four years in Massachusetts 
on tho way. They traveled days and 
days In an old-fashioned prairie 
schooner to reach their . destination. 
Then they lived in a log cabin. The 
cabin was papered with spare copies 
of Horace Greeley's paper, and Anna 
learned to read from the paper on the 
walla, beginning with the big letters 
in the advertisements and progressing 
to the editorials. 

Miss Shaw~spent four years In col- 
lege and another- four in the theolog- 
ical and medical schools of Boston 
university. Her people, wero deeply 
opposed to the. whole plan and told

SOME METHODS OF 
PRESERVING FOODS 

— By CORA E. GRAY, 
University of Illinois. 

In all ages men have treatod- a 
part of their food In tho fat seasons 
to provide, for the time of leanness. 
These methods havo been modifica- 
tions and combinations of drying, of 
cooling, of sterilization or of the use 
of antiseptics. 

Of these methods drying is one of 
tho oldest. Its use in hot, arid coun- 
tries Is of course natural. In some of 
these localities food dries so quickly 
and so thoroughly that decay and 
putrefaction, are rare. In our own 
;timo, the drying of apples and other 
fruits In tho homo is quite common, 
while the drying of fruits and vege- 
tables on a commercial scale 1b con- 
stantly assuming larger, proportions. 
Preservation by, cooling 1b another 
one of our modern Industries which 
has grown from an' ancient and sim- 
ple process. Keeping foods by means 
of a. low temperature has always been 
'practiced in cold countries and in the 
winters of temperate zones. The use 
of cellars, wells and sprlrigB 1b no 
modern' thing. But the modern proc- 
ess of artificial refrigeration by which 
great quantities of meats are kept In 
an outlroly frozen state. for long pe- 
riods Is a process which belongs to 
tho last century. 'Thanks to .modern 
cold storage, the cattle formerly 
slaughtered In some parts of South 
America for their hides now yield not 
only hides, but moat for distant locali- 
ties. While the abuse of cold stor- 
age by those who wish to manipulate 
prices -may bo possible, the benefits 
through the possibility of longer stor- 
age and more extended transporta- 
tion aro great. 

'. Neither Is tho ubo of antiseptics a 
now thing.' The alum which tho 
housewife often adds to her pickles 
waB apparently known and used bj 



the Egyptians. The sulphuring ol 
wine casks -was the subject of legls 
latlon in Augsburg as early 'as 1400 
Fruits, meats and fish have been pre 
served by sugar. Sugar not only Im- 
proves the flavor of the ham, but 
helps to keep it as well. The process 
of. pickling depends for Its success 
upon tho preservative action of the 
vinegar, sugar and spice. Salt has 
been so long known and so universal- 
ly used that it seems almost unneces- 
sary to mention It. Smoking not only 
dries the meat, but also deposits upon 
Its surface certain antiseptic sub- 
stances which aid in Its preservation. 
All these processes depend upon 
creating conditions unfavorable for 
tho life of the microorganisms which 
eauso decay. These tiny plants re 
quire moisture so that dry foods are 
free from their attacks. Warmth lc 
also necessary to them. Molds and 
bacteria grow slowly In cool phicei 
and not at all at temperatures below 
the freezing point of water. Spices, 
sugar and. vinegar and all similar aub- 
stances dependfor their preservative 
action on the fact that they create 
conditions unfavorable for frhe growth 
of T mlcro-organlsms. 

Sterilization, . however, depends 
upon actually killing all molds and 
bacteria which are present "«id then, 
by proper sealing, preventing the en- 
trance of more. .Canning, as distinct 
from preserving, depends merely upon 
thorough sterilization and sealing 
without tho help" of any great quan- 
tity of sugar or spice. The process Is 
pre-eminently a method of the nine- 
teenth century. . It had its beginnings 
during the' Napoleonic wars when tho 
French government offered a prize 
equivalent to '$2,500 to any ono who 
could keep foods without sugar or 
other preservatives for uso In tho 
navy. This prize was awarded In 
1810 to Francois Appert, who had de- 
vised a method of filling and scaling 
tho"' cans containing tho food to ha 
preserved and then Immersing CMS 
and all • in boiling water 



her they could do nothing whatever 
to help her.

During the final year 
of her course Mrs. Addy took her Into, 
her home, and though tho student paid 
tho same board she had been paying, 
she bad for It the comforts of a good 
home and the devoted care of Mrs. 
Addy. Mrs. Addy had planned to go 
to Europe and take MIsb Shaw with 
her as soon as the latter should have 
finished her course. She died just be- 
foro commencement,, but In her will 
left Miss Shaw .$1,500 for the specified 
purpose of taking a European trip. 
When she was planning this journey 
Mrs. Addy's father said to her: 

"Now, you will spend that money 
and it will be gone forever. Instead 
of cash, let mo give you two bonds 
worth $1,600 Then I will keep the 
bonds for security and lend you $1,500 
on them. When you get to work you 
can repay mo as convenient, and 
when It Is all paid the bonds will be 
yours again." 

She did this, and having acquired a 
certain sentiment, about the matter, 
has dono. the same ever since. She 
has left the bonds on deposit and lot 
the Interest accumulate, and they 
have paid the actual traveling 'ex- 
penses of her three trips to Europe. 
" Mlsa Shaw took tho medical course 
because during her theological course 
sho did missionary work In Boston.. 
She found, to uso her own words, that 
she "had nothing tho people wanted." 
They did not want either her theology 
or her gospel. They wanted help in 
their material HveB. Sho took the med- 
ical course In order that slio might 
give them free medical treatment. 

It-^was as . a missionary doctor and 
preacher In tho slums of Boston that 
Miss Shaw became convinced that 
there wero certain defects In an all 
male government which called for po- 
litical power in tho hands of women. 
She had always "believed in. woman 
suffrage. Now sho decided to work 
for it. She began to speak for the 
Massachusetts^ Suffrage association 
and from that grew her national 
work. \

Mr. Hitchcock wishes it understood

How Perfume Is Weighed. 

It was the Italian physician Salvl- 
oni who devised a microbalance of 
Buch extreme delicacy that it clearly 
demonstrated the loss of weight of 
musk by volatilization. Thus the in- 
visible perfume floating off In the air 
is Indirectly weighed. 

The essential port of the apparatus 
la a very thin thread of glass, flxed 
at one end and extended horizontally. 
The microscopic objects to be weighed 
are placed upon the glass thread' near 
Its free end and the amount of flexure 
produced is observed with a micro- 
scope magnifying 100 diameters. 

X mote weighing one thousandth 
of a milligram is said perceptibly to 
bend the thread.— Buffalo Courier.

The historic Iron crown of Italy 
bas played a. romantic, role In the his- 
tory or the peninsula. It was made 
In the year 594 by the command, It la 
said of Theodolinda. the widow of a 
Lombard king, on the occasion of her 
marriage to a duke of Turin. 

The crown Is of Iron overlaid with 
'eilL Its significance was supposed to 
lay In the fact that the weight of 
royalty could never be lightened by 
its splendid exterior. The iron of the 
Inner portion was traditionally held 
to be one of the long nails UBed ai the 
crucifixion. 

For o long time the crown was in 
the keeping of the famous monastery 
at Monza. In 774 it was brought 
forth to be placed upon the head ol 
Charlemagne as "King of .the Lorn- 
bards," and on later occasions It fig- 
ured in the triumphs of Frederic IV 
and Charles V Finally in the pres- 
ence of all the representatives oi 
state, the foreign envoys and princes 
and officers. Napoleon Bonaparte sol- 
emnly united it to the crown of 

France. ^ . . -«^ 

The crown belongs to the state, and 
the custodian of it is the legitimate 
representative of the basilica of Mo* 
za. The title of "grand custodian, 
however, pertains to the bead of tha 
order of Cavaliers.— Harper's Weekly.

Peking.— Yielding to tho threat of 
a largo section of the army and the do* 
mands of the national assembly, tho 
Chinese; Imperial government . Issued 
an. edict for the Immediate establish- 
ment of a constitutional government 
with a cabinet from which all nobles 
shall be excluded and granting full 
pardon for'all political offenders. 

Tho reforms asked are moat sweep- 
ing. They may bo summarized as-fol- 
lows: Parliament" with full power to 
revise the constitution; surrender by 
the emperor of nbspluto power- of life 
and death; cabinet responsible to the 
people, with premier chosen by parlia- 
ment; royalty to be Ineligible to the 
cabinet; parliament to share the treaty* 
making power and-havo full control 
over tho budget; throne to have no 
power over taxaxtion unless author- 
ized by parliament; no appointive 
members of the upper house of parlia- 
ment until the reforms are' completed, 
and the army and navy to have full 
voice In their shaping; army and navy 
not to be ussd in internal . trouble 
without consent of parliament 

The government's action was pre- 
cipitated mainly by the threat from 
27,000 soldiers at Lanchbw, In the 
province of Kansu, that they would 
bombard Peking unless a complete 
constitution was granted. 

As though emphasizing tho begin- 
ning of the end of- the Chinese em- 
pire, the rebels at Canton proclaimed 
tho republlo of. Kwaritung, another 
.largo body of revolutionists seized the 
capital of Shane! province, while the 
Imperial troops sot fire to the native 
city of Hankow, and hundreds of 
wounded jrebels perished In the flames. 
The imperial troops ai» now practical- 
ly in possession of the entire city and 
are in good position for attacking tho 
Hanyang arsenal. 

The high Manchu officials in Peking 
are fleeing in all directions. Many 
of them are disguised. Ail trains are 
crowded. The tew officials left are 
preparing for a defense of tho city 
until the hew government can be es- 
tablished. 

. Admiral Sah Cheng Ping has- noti- 
fied the foreign consuls at Wu Chang 
that he Is about to bombard that city 
and has asked that they order all 
foreigners' to leave the city. Wu 
Chang hqs been strongly/fortified by 
the rebels, who aro In a spendid posi- 
tion thoro to withstand a land attack.

TOBACCO PLAN IS ARGUED 



Attorney General Files .Government's 

Answer to American Company's 

ScUcme of Reorganization. 

.<ow York.— The plan for reorganU 
ration of the tobacco trust submitted 
by the American Tobacco company 
and co-defendants to tho government 
anti-trust suit was both praised and 
condemned beforo the circuit court 
Judges of tho "United-States for the 
southern district of Now York. 

After Attorney General Wlckersham 
had filed tho government's answer, to 
the plan, -Lewis Cass Ledyard,. arguing 
for the defendants, insisted that It waB 
an honest plan to comply with tho 
Supreme court's mandate for a reor- 
ganization that will restore competi- 
tion In compliance -with the terms of 
tho Sherman anti-trust law. 

Representatives . of , the preferred 
stockholders and bondholders of the 
American Tobacco and constituent 
companies urged approval of the; di- 
vision of the trust into four segre- 
gated companies, to bo operated. inde- 
pendent of each other. 

Independent manufacturers, dealers, 
and producers of tobacco unanimously 
disapproved the plan on the. ground 
that It is a sham proposal to divide 
the properties, controlof which, still 
•vould he retained by the group of In- 
dividuals now dominating the Indus- 
try. Louis D. Brandols of Boston made* 
!th« principal argument against tho 
proposal. 

Tho answer of the attorney general 
did not express" general opposition to 
the dissolution plan, but contained for 
tho guidance of tho court many re- 
strictions deemed necessary to as- 
sure restoration of competition in the 
tobacco industry. 

Maintaining that It was impossible' 
for the court to determine in advance 
whether a plan actually will accom- 
plish effective competition, tho attor- 
ney general requested that right bo 
reserved/ to tho government to" apply ; 
to tho ' court at any time wi thin ' five 
years. for other relief . upon a.showing 
that the plan did not result in a now 
condition In harmony with the law.

— On November, 27 when the 
consistory Is hold in the Vatican here 
Pope Plus will create seventeen new 
cardinals, and In this number will be 

■ Most He v. John M. Farley, archbishop 

■ ofnNew York; Most Rev. W. H. O'Con- 
nell, archbishop of Boston, and Mgr. 
Dlomede Falconto, apostolic delegate In 
the United states at Washington. 

The last conslBtory was held in De- 
cember, 1907, four cardinals being ap- 
pointed at that time. Blnco then 
many vacancies have occurred In the 
sacred college by death, and now 
there aro twenty-two seats of the sev- 
enty, unfilled. 

Since 1907 the Intention to hold a 
conslBtory has been announced from 
time to time, and on each occasion 
the convocation has been, postponed 
for various causes. 

The question of the appointment of 
another American cardinal has been 
under discussion a number of times. 
ArchbiBhop Farley, Archbishop 'Con" 
nell. and Archbishop Quigley of Cnl- 
f-cago being . mentioned. But on on* 
occasion It was said tho pope ad- 
hered to his opinion that the United 
States should not. have more than 
one cardinal during tho life of Card- 
inal Gibbons. 

The proposed consistory in Novem- 
ber will be' the fifth held by Pope 
Plus X. On tho death of Pope Leo 
XIII., there were sixty-four cardinals. 
During the last eight years Pius X- 
has created seventeen new cardinals, 
of whom two have died. 



. Indianapolis, Ind. — "If Doctor 
Knabe waB murdered, as appears, 
I am satisfied; she was murdered by a 
person with whom she was acquaint- • 
ed arid . that she voluntarily let , this 
person Into "her apartment. * But the 
theory '• of suicide must not be neg- 
lected." 

With this statement Capt William 
Holtz, chief ..of the detective depart- 
ment, summed up the result of the 
police- activity, in thie Investigation, of 
the death of Dr. Helone Knabe, former 
state bacteriologist, whose throat was 
cut while she lay oh her bed last Mon- 
day night 

Captain Holtz declared that ho did 
not Intend: to reflect upon the charac- 
ter of .Doctor Knabe in saying be be- 
lieved sho knew her, murderer. If she 
was murdered. "Doctor Knabe's repu- 
tation was unblemished," said he, "and 
she lectured to young women and. men 
on the necessity of social purity, as 
well as on physical.' culture and by- 
gleno. 

"But there are a number of possible 
motives for her murder.. 

"It is certain that robbery was not 
tho motive. 

Some of-Doctor Knabe's own friends 
suggested to the police the idea that 
she ended her own life should not be 
cast aside, though tho knife with 
-which she was killed had disappeared. 
They said- she recently bad been 
despondent over her debts, that even 
her furniture and Instruments were 
tho property of her cousin, -Miss Au- 
guBta Knabe.

Owner of New York World and St. 

Louis Pdst.DlspaJch 8uccumbs to 

Heart Failure. 

New York.— Joseph Pulitzer, propri- 
etor of -tho New York World and the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch and for many 
years one of the most powerful Jour- 
nalistic forces In America, died sud- 
denly aboard his yaeht, "The Liberty," 
off Charleston, 8. 0. 

Heart failure, following an illness cf 
48 hours, Ib given as the cause of 
death.- Mrs. Pulitzer and her young- 
est son, Herbert, were with Mr. Pulitz- 
er when he died. 

For the past twenty years Mr/ Pul- 
itzer has suffered on affection of his 
eyes which robbed him" almost en- 
tirely of hU sight Ho spent all of 
last winter and part of the spring 
abroad, returning to New York early 
In! tho summer, from this city going 
to Bar Harbor. , 

Mr. Pulitzer's general health, which 
had. become very bad, did not Im- 
prove in*Malno. Neither did It mend 
when at tho end of tho season ho re- 
turned, home to this city.- It was 
decided a short time ago_that the 
cllmato here was not propitious, and 
the Liberty, bearing her owner, put 
out to sea.
